We have never known an oat to be so outstand- 
ing. None that will return so much for so 
little. One grower in Illinois sowed only 11% 
lbs per acre to make his high priced seed go as 
far as possible. That is only a little more than 
one-third of a bushel per acre. He harvested a 
yield of 55% bu. per acre. That means he got 
back 154 bushel of Clintons for eyery bushel he 
sowed. We do not recommend so light a seed- 
ing but we consider 2 bushel per acre ample. 


Official yield records for 1947 are not available 
as this is written. In Iowa 1945 yields of 114 
bushel per acre were recorded with a 5 year 
average of°87.5 bu. In Indiana Clintons and 
Bentons tied for first: place and they were 
ahead of all other varieties. In Ohio Clintons 
showed a yield of 113.1 bu, per acre compared 
with Vicland 71.8. In Illinois Clintons and 
Bentons led all the rest. Pennsylvania re- 
ported Clintons outyielding Viclands by 50% 
In New York the Mohawk is a popular oat but 
the Clinton beat it and vielded 86,5 bu. against 
Vicland 56.9.

You will be delighted with the feeding value of these oats. The berries 
are large and the hull is thin. That means a more meaty grain. -Pound 
for pound they are worth more for feed than chaffy or thick hulled vari- 
eties. You should normally get a test weight of 35 lbs. per bushel, 37 is 
not uncommon. Weather and soil conditions influence this weight. In 
Tllinois Clintons weighed 35.3—Viclands 30.6. Columbia and Marion 29.6 
when grown under the same conditions. Those Clintons generally rate 
as Heavy weight oats. Vicland and Ajax medium Heavy. Columbia and 
Marion, Medium. Remember when you grow Clintons you can not only 
expect more bushels per acre but also more feeding value per bushel.

fied” seed is grown from seed on which all records are transferred 
through official state authorities. Thus the seed stock is checked. Then 
later the crop is inspected while growing in the field. That must come 
up to certain standards or the seed-cannot be Certified. Then later after 
the seed is harvested and cleaned it is inspected. The seed is tested and 
must have strong growing power, If the seed is o.k. in all respects the 
state tags are furnished for the seed and it can be sold as “Certified Seed.” 
Naturally these inspections and records cost money and a certain amount 
of so called “Red Tape” is necessary. Therefore Certified seed costs more 
than non-certified seed. Some growers do not want to bother with get- 
ting Certification and holding seed for inspectors, ete. Therefore genuine 
Clintons can be had from reputable growers at a discount. We have 
some of this non-certified seed too. It is grown from Certified seed and 
we Know it is reliable in every way.

This means that it is a good corn to select for 
southeastern Nebraska, and practically all the 
southern half of Iowa. Draw a line from about 
central Iowa across through the southern por- 
tion of Pennsylvania on to the Atlantic coast, 
and from there on south, it is a great variety.

ing eliminated these varieties so that the inbred 
was a single pure line of corn. In making a Hy- 
brid, four of these inbreds are combined. How- 
ever, the pollinating period of such a Hybrid is 
shorter. In event that hot weather hits when it 
is pollinating, a lot of the pollen will be killed 
which will result in poorly filled ears. The silk on 
the ears will remain receptive to pollen for quite a 
long period of time. Therefore, by prolonging the 
pollinating period we get greater assurance of well 
filled ears. Even though hot weather should kill the 
pollen off of one strain,.there is always the other one 
to still come along with pollen a few days later to 
fertilize the ears. Thus by using two or three varieties 
of Hybrids that mature about at the same time, and 
yet have slightly different pollinating dates, we pro- 
long the pollinating period.

Do not plant on very 
hilly land. Rolling land is OK. If possible disc land a few 
times before planting to eliminate weed growth. Plant at 
-corm planting time. Plant in 36 to 40 inch rows using 
about 40 lbs. per acre or 18 to 20 inch rows 60 Ibs. In 
close drill rows use 1% to 1% bu. Cultivate with har- 
row while small.

This Spring or common Vetch is not as hardy 
as Winter Vetch and should be sown only in the 
spring excepting in areas where temperatures 
do not go below zero.

You know 
that grasses like Kentucky Blue Grass and Timothy do not make a 
large growth the first year, under average conditions. Domestic Rye 
Grass on the other hand makes a good yield early, You can sow it as 
early as any other grasses, about small grain seeding time. It 
sprouts quickly, then it grows fast. 

There are other quick growing grasses such as Sudan Grass, 
Billion Dollar Grass, but they cannot be sown until the ground is 
thoroughly warm, around corn planting time. Domestic Rye Grass 
will not grow as big as those crops but in the regular grass line is 
one of the finest for early spring seeding.

This is a grass that is very widely adapated. It is a crop that can 


be used both for hay and for pasture purposes. It yields around two 
tons of hay per acre on the average land. The grass grows to a 
height of 15 to 20 inches, depending a good deal upon the conditions. 
It is a very valuable grass to use in pastures, because it comes on 
early in the spring and keeps on the job until late in the fall.

Korean Clover is an annual. It grows only one year from a 
seeding. It reseeds itself very readily, and matures seed even 
after plants have been killed by frost. Thus, it is proving itself 
adapted farther north than was first thought possible. It is 
steadily and surely working its way north into Iowa, Illinois, 
Ohio and Indiana.

How to 
Handle Sudan Grass 


Do not sow until corn planting 
time or after. Prepare a good seed bed 
like that for Corn. Drill in close rows or broadcast. 
Cover the seed about an inch deep. Sow 20 to 25 Ibs. per 
acre. Begin pasturing it when it is about 8 inches high. It 
can be pastured until frost. Many consider it best not to 
pasture Sudan after frost as there is some danger of prussic 
acid developing while it is in a dying condition. Any growth 
there may be at that time can be used for hay and silage to 
be fed later. Generally cut for hay when in bloom, but can 
be cut earlier or later,
